“f aim convinced that Delmar Park’ will 
be closed within a short time. My reasons 
for thinking so are, that the state auditor 
and atturney-general are united in the 
opinion that the two tracks are owned in 
common; that the auditor, on the 
strength of this belief, has revoked the 
book-making licenses issued by his agent, 
Morton Jourdan, and because the sole pow- 
er of action in the case rests with the state 


auditor. 

“There is no way in which the matter can 
be brought into the courts, and the affair 
thus delayed indefinitely while the track 
could continue to operate. 

“l'nder the law, the state auditor is au- 
thority throughout. It was through his rep- 
resentative that the licenses were issued in 
full for the season. 

‘He has power to disown the act of his 
agent, as unsanctioned. He has already 
revoked the licenses. There is only one 
thine for Delmar to do—close up. If it re- 
fuses to cbey the mandate of the auditor, 
the machinery of the state will be invoked 
to compe! it. 

‘*! understand that a state agent has al- 
ready secured evidence of the operation of 
the bookmakers in defiance of the action 
of State Auditor Allen. In that case active 
measures may be looked for any time. 


Kinloch Park’s 

Interes® Explained. 

“Kinloch Park is not concerned in the 
prosecution further than to have called the 
attention of the proper authorities to the 


fact that two tracks were operating under 
one ownership for a longer period of rac- 
ing than the laws allow. Since that time 
every step taken has been by the state, Of 
course, we ure interested in the result, but 
further than to watch the progress of ac- 
tion in the matter we are not concerned. 

“The story of a mob of Pinkertons being 
brought in by Kinloch to ald in a raid con- 
templated on the books at Delmar, is en- 
tirely unfounded. It is true we have hired 
several Pinkertons, but not for that pur- 

ose, We brought them here solely to look 
after the safety of the pocketbooks of our 
patrons. 

‘“Pickpockets are always plentiful around 
race tracks, and the engaging of detectives 
_ merely a precautionary measure against 
then. 

“Active interference, if it becomes neces- 
sary, will be through the sheriff of the 
county 

“Whether action in the matter is imme- 
diate or not, Kinloch will open its gates 
tomorrow and run on its schedule.’’ 

Mr. Chew was asked if herexpected the 
closing of Delmar Friday or Saturday. 

Mr. Chew really couldn’t say. 

One of the officers of the Delmar Jockey 
Club told the Post-Dispatch that he had 
received notice that the Heenses for the 
bookmakers had been revoked by the state 
auditor, but that the track and betting ring 
would continue in operation, nevertheless.

THE FRANCHISE TAX MOUSE. 

With a law on the statute book expressly providing for the 
taxation of franchises the State Board of Equalization an- 
nounces a total increase in the assessment of franchise-hold- 
ing corporations of $9,312,986. 

The mountain labored and brought forth a mouse. 

The franchise tax law was passed last winter after a cam- 
paign of five years for franchise taxation in which it was 
shown that millions of dollars’ worth of property, represent- 
ing high earning capacity, escaped taxation. The Post-Dis- 
patch inaugurated the campaign and led it to success. It 
Was suppurted by press and people. Both of the great polit- 
ical parties in their platforms recognized the just demands 
of the people for the equalization of tax, burdens and pledged 
their representatives to a franchise tax law. 

Gov. Dockery in his messages insisted on the adoption of a 
franchise tax law. He framed the law passed by the legis- 
lature and guaranteed its efficiency. 
The law seems to be efficient. 
assessed the franchises of steam and street railways, bridges 
and telegraph lines, but the assessment value was ridiculous- 


ly low. 

What is the matter with Gov. Dockery and his associates 
on the board? 

When the demand for franchise taxation was first made it 
was estimated that $400,000,000 of franchise property escaped 
taxation. That estimate was based on a careful computation 
of the actual values of franchise property. In St. Louis alone 
there wos a difference of $29,000,000 between the assessed val- 
ue of street railroads and their actual value. 

But all the franchise property that Gov. Dockery and his 
associates on the Board of Equalization could find in the 
whole State of Missouri amounted to only $25,193,031.64. 

Through whose glasses did the governor and his fellow state 
officers look for franchise values? 

The assessment of the United Railways of St. Louis, cov- 
ering all the consolidated property, was increased by }3509,000-- 
a bagatelle, not enough to cover the actual increase in value 
of its tangible property. 3 

The Buard of Equalization had a mandate from the people 
to equalize the tax burdens by assessing franchises which 
have escaped taxation, at a just value. How can its members 
explain to the people their failure to obey that mandate? 

How can Gov. Dockery explain his failure to apply the law 
which he himself framed and guaranteed to be efficient? 

How can it be explained except on the ground that the in- 
fluence of tax-dodging corporations is more potent at the 
state capital than the mandate of the people?

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How It Aids Progress 


|}OBODY knows when the windmill 
was invented. It it rumored the 
old Romans knew of its use, and 
there is another story that the Saracens 
introduced it into Europe. But while 
the early history of the windmill is 
Shrouded in uncertainty, we do know that 
it came to play so important a part in tne 
little kingdom of Hollanu as to be con- 
sidered a national necessity in keeping that 
courageous nation out of the hands of the 
sea, 
In Holland windmills are used to get rid 
of the water; in America they are employed 
to produce it. Out on the great plains in 
Kansas, Dakota, Hlowa and the adjoining 
States, an ideal place for windmilis, where 
the country lies flat and the wind sweeps 
uninterrupted for miles, the landscape is 
fairly dotted with them. 

An estimate has recently been made of 
the capacity of the windmill running ten 
hours a day for six months. It was found 
that an average whecl, 12 feet in diameter, 
with the wind blowing 16 miles an hour, 
is capable of pumping 1920 gallons an hour, 
19,200 gallons in a day of ten hours, 576,000 
gallons each month and 3,456,000 gallons in 
six months. 

is difficult to appreciate the signifi- 
cance of this work and the value of the 
windmill as a factor in the development of 
the country. It means, in the first place, 
an abundance of water for stock and irri- 
gating purposes, and water always means 
a great increase in the productiveness of 
the land. This is followed by an increase 
in values and the possibilities of larger 
population, bigger crops and better prices 
and more business and increased earnings 
for the transportation lines. This is what 
the windmills are helping to do in Ameri- 
ca.

Italian Catholics Worship at a Shrine 
Constructed for the Day at 710 
Wash Street. 


‘Har ord Crawford and Dr. J. B. Young 
| Are Delegates to the Great Con- 


vention in London. 

Emulating a religious custom prevalent 
from time immemorial in their mother 
country, the men and women of “Little Ita- 
ly’’ erected a shrine Friday on the sec- 
ond. floor of 710 Wash street to celebrate 
the feast of the assumption, one of the 
most important and impressive in the Cath- 
Olic calendar. The worshippers numbered 
Several thousand. 

In all the Catholic churches of the world 
special devotions, commemorating the as- 
cension of the Virgin Mary imto heaven, 
were offered and the duty of attending 
mass was imposed on every Catholic. 

In no edifice was the scene more inspir- 
ing than at the altar built by the Italian 
faithful. 

The altar was a simple affair, constructed 
under the direction of Mrs. Frank Palmis- 
cino of 710 Wash street. The lower part 
was made of wooden boxes and across thane 
were nailed several boards. The wood was 
draped in white cloth. Surmounting the 
altar itself, which consisted of a heavy 
plece of lumber, was a picture of the Vir- 
gin. Candles were placed at intervals of 
two’ or three feet. A vase containing flow- 
ers rested on the side of the altar. 

In every detail the shrine was correct 
During the day Father Spicardi, pastor of 
the Italian church at Nineteenth and Mor- 
gan streets, called on the communicants 
and recited prayers. “= 

“We build an altar every year, said Mrs, 

Palmiscino to the Post-Dispatch, “but, of 
course, we are not able to put up a very 
fine one. Next year we will try to do bet- 
ter, 
‘In this way we bring together all our 
friends and those others who care to come, 
The indulgence granted for worshipping 
at our shrine are just as great as those re 
ceived by Catholics in going to a regular 
church. 

“In Italy it was not unusual to see these 
altars in many places. I do not think there 
is any other erected in St. Louis, though 
there is more than one Italian colony here.” 

Immediately after the conclusion of the 
services Thursday night the altar was dis- 
mantled and the material loaned to build 
it was returned to the various owners,
